Because  HNHS  teachers  realize  that  memorization 
of  textbook  facts  does  not  constitute  a  complete 
education,  outside  reading,  educational  films 
and  foreign  language  diaries  enter  the  picture.

A  six  week  summer  tour  of  Germany,  Great  Britain, 
France,  Italy  and  the  Netherlands  gave  eight 
German  students  the  opportunity  to  study  European 
cultures  and  develop  more  believable  German 
accents  in  the  process.

As  student  enrollment  increased  by  135,  the  art 
department  added  courses  in  Weaving  and  Design 
to  its  curriculum.  New  instructor  Dan  Howell  taught 
these  courses.  Student  drawings  and  paintings 
brightened  up  the  gray  walls  of  the  cafeteria. 

Many  new  pieces  of  equipment  allowed  for  more 
perfect  creations.  Additions  included  two 
potter's  wheels,  an  electric  grinder  to  sand  and 
grind  metals,  a  blast  furnace,  banding  saw, 
welding  benches,  new  spotlights  to  aid  in  portrait 
painting,  and  more  easels  and  work  tables.

The  department  also  sponsored  a  trip 
to  the  Stratford  Shakespearean  Festival  in  Augest.  Sophomore 

English  classes  combined  work  with 
entertainment  as  they  listened  to  a 
recording  of  the  rock-opera  “Jesus  Christ, 
Superstar,”  then  wrote  creative  compositions. 

The  vast  business  department  consisted  of  much 
more  than  just  students  frantically  pounding 
typewriter  keys  in  a  race  against  time  with  the  hope 
of  a  minimum  of  errors.  Beginning  with  a  typing 
course,  a  student  could,  under  the  instruction 
of  ten  teachers,  proceed  into  Advanced  Bookkeeping, 
the  Co-op  program,  or  Intensive  Office  Lab. 
For  those  interested  in  the  rising  field  of 
computers,  the  Data  processing  class  rented  and  used 
an  IBM  keypunch.  Students  also  learned  about 
business  institutions  from  visiting  representatives.

Comparative  Religion  classes  studied  the  seven 
most  widely  practiced  religions  in  order  to 
promote  tolerance  and  acceptance  of  the  beliefs  of 
others.  Joyce  Timmons,  in  her  first  year 
of  teaching  this  course,  scheduled  16  guest  speakers, 
whose  topics  ranged  from  Buddhism  and 
Islam  to  the  many  branches  of  the  Christian  faith. 

Those  enrolled  in  French  III  read  and  discussed 
Jules  Verne’s  adventurous  tale  Around 
the  World  in  80  Days,  while  second  year  German 
students  communicated  with  German  penpals.  Moving 
away  from  textbook  exercises,  students  in 
Spanish  III  and  IV  experimented  with 
a  more  conversational  approach  to  language  study. 

Only  one  student  in  both  French  and  Spanish 
undertook  the  fourth  year  of  study; 
however,  15  German  students  advanced  to  the 
final  level.  Also,  an  additional  first  year  German 
class  appeared  in  the  curriculum.

Enrollment  figures  for  the  first  semester  made  the 
growing  popularity  of  Home  Economics  and  Industrial 
Education  courses  apparent.  Home  Ec.  added  138 
students;  Industrial  Ed.,  100.  Most  surprising  was 
the  sudden  increase  of  male  students  in  Foods  I. 

Girls  in  the  Child  Development  classes  hoped  to 
adopt  an  American  Indian  child  and  communicate  with 
him  through  letters  and  gifts.  Another  main  project 
was  the  establishment  of  a  nursery  school  for  pre¬ 
schoolers,  for  whom  the  Foods  I  classes  would  prepare 
lunch.  Girls  in  Clothing  tried  their  hand  at  de¬ 
signing  clothes  of  maxi  and  midi  length.  In  October, 
the  Interior  Decorating  class  traveled  to  Fort 
Wayne  to  view  the  Parade  of  Homes,  then  commenced 
antiquing  and  refinishing  old  furniture. 

Five  new  pieces  of  equipment  aided  Industrial 
Education  students.  The  Heidelberg  Press  acquired 
by  the  print  shop  was  responsible  for  the 
larger  sized  issues  of  the  school  newspaper.  Other 
additions  to  the  shop  department  were  an  8“  Joiner, 
a  table  saw,  a  bowl  lathe  and  a  drill  press.

Experimentation  with  a  laboratory-lecture  system 
of  study  in  Geometry  helped  unify  teaching, 
testing  and  grading.  In  each  level  of  study,  new 
modern  math  books  replaced  the  old  worn  ones,  and  the 
eight  math  instructors  acquired  a  separate  office. 
New  overhead  projectors  and  an  offset  duplicating 
machine  made  preparation  of  lessons  easier. 
Advanced  Topics  of  Earth  Science,  taught  by  Dale 
Bowman,  was  a  second  semester  addition  to  the 
curriculum.  Students  enrolled  in  this 
course  benefitted  from  two  new  pieces  of  equipment: 
a  weather  station  positioned  atop  the  roof  and  a 
stream  table  which  employed  sand  and  water  to 
indicate  the  effects  of  erosion  and  glaciers. 
In  November,  the  department  hosted  approximately 
100  science  teachers  of  northeastern  Indiana 
during  an  ISTA  convention.  The  group  toured  the 
school,  held  a  panel  discussion  and  elected  officers 
for  the  upcoming  year.  Vernon  Coy  accepted  a 
$720  grant  from  the  National  Science  Foundation  in 
February  for  furthering  his  study  of  computers.

a  turmoil  of  world  events 
parallels  dedication 
ceremony 

Fall  election  proceedings  became  even  more  exciting  for 
area  residents  and  students  when  President  Nixon  journeyed 
to  Fort  Wayne  on  October  20  in  order  to  campaign  for 
Republican  congressional  candidates.  In  spite  of  cool,  rainy 
weather,  over  10,000  people  crowded  into  main  floor  seating 
areas  in  the  coliseum  and  5000  more  moved  into  a 
basement  room  and  watched  the  proceedings  on  television. 
The  latter  group  received  an  unexpected  visit  from  Nixon 
before  he  left. 

Concerning  the  highly  publicized  court  martial  of 
Lieutenant  William  Galley,  local  students  reflected  the 
alarmed  viewpoints  of  the  nation’s  citizens.  About  85  per 
cent  of  the  students  felt  that  the  government  and  military 
used  Galley  as  a  scapegoat  for  his  actions  in  the  My  Lai 
massacre. 

On  May  2  the  new  school  building  formally  became 
initiated  into  the  world  of  education.  At  the  dedication 
ceremonies,  architects  presented  the  school  board  and 
Principal  Robert  Straight  with  a  key  to  the  school,  and  the 
Reverends  Harry  Huffman  and  Herbert  Mohler  gave  the 
invocation  and  benediction.  In  addition  to  vocal  renditions 
provided  by  Concert  Choir,  instrumental  tunes  contributed  by 
a  Symphonic  Band  woodwind  ensemble  entertained  guests. 
Following  the  ceremony,  instructors  and  students  conducted 
tours  of  the  building.
